Number of War Dead Handled jnside the City Wall of Nanjing 
from December 1937 to Febr uary 27 -, 19 38: 1,793 


No freedom of historical research publication : The one parry dictatorship of China made an application 
to the Advisory Committee of the UNESCO's Memory of the World Register for the “sources that show that 
300,000 people were massacred inside rhe City Wall of Nanjing" ill March 2011. This committee made the 
decision to list these mateiials on October 9, 2015* 

However, when we verity this by using primary sources with the admissibility of evidence in the court 
of a modern law-abiding nation, it became clear rhar rhe number of war dead handled inside the City Wall of 
Nanjing during the Battle of Nanking was 1,793. 

This is recorded in “News from Nanjing” in rhe Asahi Sbimbun (South Korea Edition) dated April 17, 
1938 by special correspondent Haya-shida in “Hygiene Volume” with the following: “It svas first necessary to 
deal with the abandoned corpses of the enemy in Nanjing after the battle. (Omitted) Accordingly, the Red 
Swastika Society, the local government committee and Japanese monies belonging to Nipponzan Myohoji 
Temple joined together to start the cleanup operation. (Omitted) “They cleared away 1,793 bodies inside the 
City Wall of Nanjing and 30,31 I bodies outside. (Omitted)’' 

It is possible to determine the number of deaths inside the City Wall of Nanjing it we can pros e the 
number of dead bodies liandlcd inside the City Wall ofNanjingas reporred by this AsahiSbimbun with ‘primary 
sources” from that time. 

Thereupon, when wc calculate the “number ol war dead handled inside die City Wall of Nanjing” on 
the itemized form of the Nanjing Branch of the World Red Swastika Society that was submitccd as evidence by 
China to the International MilitaryTribunal for the Far East, we see chat the total number of dead is 1,793 
(1.759 men. S women and 26 infants). This is consistent to within one digit with the article in the Asithi 
Shitnbun. 

This number of war dead handled is consistent with an article ill the London Times on December 18, 

1 937 which states that “there were dead bodies scailered in the streets, but none of them were female" as seen 
by its newspaper reporter McDonald who looked inside the City Wall of Nanjing (approximately 40 square 
kilometers) on December 14, 1 937 immediately after the fall of Nanjing. 


The number of dead bodies fumdlcd by a charitable organization, die Advance Benevolence Society in 
Nanjing was recorded as 1 12,266. This record was submitted to the International Military Tribunal for tile Tar 
East by China as One more piece of Cumulative evidence for the number of war dead handled inside the City 
Wall of Nanjing. However, sources on the Chinese side prove that this organization was in a dormant state and 
not active at the dme of the fall of Nanjing. This makes the number of war dead of 1,793 decisive. ("No Burials 
by the Advance Benevolence Society” in die Sankti Sbirnbun dated August 10, 1 985) 

First class sources accepted internationally to support this show that even though the Chinese 
representative to the League of Nations Wellington Koo made an address entitled “Massacre of 20,000 People 
and Outrage against Thousands of Women in Nanjing" at the 100th Session of rhe League of Nations Council 
held from January 26 to February 2, 1938 during the period when China was touting the so-called “Nanjing 
Massacre" after the battle and requested the action of the League of Nations, the council saw this as nothing 
mote than Chinese political propaganda and ignored it. 

Moreover, the news a Japanese soldier struck John Moore Allison, the US. Consul, as he forcibly 
entered the scene of the incident in Nanjing on January 26, 1 938 was reported for three consecutive days as rhe 
“Allison Incident” by both the New York Times and London Times. This incident was also widely reported over 
about a week in London, Shanghai and Manila on the radio. Nevertheless, during this period, there was 
absolutely no news about “rapes" or “massacres” as a human right issue beyond that of a slap to rhe face. 

Currently, there is not one photograph among those on display in the "Memorial hall of the victims in 
Nanjing massacre by Japanese invaders” or those submitted to UNESCO at this time that meet the conditions 
of “who, when and where” die basic principle of news photographs. 

We need calm and collected academic verification of the “historical sources” China is feeding us more 
chan ever in order to ensure that the rule of law built up unceasingly by humans is not destroyed by a one-party 
dictatorship.

lhc Chinese government is ton tinning to disregard international law to blatantly press ahead with territorial expansion 
in the East China -Sea and South China Sei. 


In May 1969, the Economic Commission for Asia and the Ear East (ECAFE) identified the possibility of reserves ol 
11)9-5 billion barrels of petroleum and natural gas in the seabed, the size of approximately 200,000 square kilometers in the 
Senkaku Waters under Japanese possession. Since then, China abruptly began to claim the "Senkaku Islands” as Chinese 
territoiy. 


It seems that rhis 1969 map would not have been published if the announcement by ECAEE had taken place just a 
few months earlier. Maps bearing the Japanese names lor the Senkaku Islands and Uotsuri Eland have not been published in 
China since 1969 with this map nowar rhe point of divergence in this hisrory. 

China is a one-party dictatorship that is reclaiming die Spratly Islands and is spewing out twisted sophistry that would 
make even a robber hesitate toward the international community' in a blatant manner ignoring international order and norms 
for its own purposes. 

"Hie State Bureau of Surveying and Mapping of China - equivalent to the Geospatial Information Authority in other 
countries — published die People’s Republic of China Province Map "Taiwan Province and Fujian Province* in 1 969. This was 
an official map that carried the sayings ol Mao Zedong and Zhou F.nlai the founding father and mother respectively of the 
Peoples Republic of China. There is no kind of sophistry that should be allowed to pass in international society. 

I his is because this goes against the principle of "estoppel* (the prohibition on making claims ro biers thar are contrary 
to your own actions, signs or certificates) in international law. 

As the most recent example, when a dispute between Thailand and Cambodia over rhe jurisdiction of the Preah Vihear 
Temple was brought to the International Court of Justice, a map recognized by Thailand became the conclusive piece of 
evidence widi the court ruling in favor of Cambodia in November 2013. 

This map was produced by Fiance during the era in which Cambodia was a colony of France and was approved by 
Thailand. The map published by the Chinese government in 1969 has an even stronger admissibility of evidence. 

We need to build international cooperation to monitor China in order to ensure that the modern rule of law is not 
destroyed from its foundations.
